iN  September  30,  1871,  Charles  Peleg  Brown,  son  ot  Peleg  and  Elizabeth  Brown,  was 
born  at  Brown's  Station  near  Reno,  Nevada,  and  there  were  spent  the  earlier  years  of 
His  first  educational  training  he  obtained  at  the  district  schoolhouse  near  his 
own  home.  When  he  was  about  fifteen  years  ot  age,  Charles  Brown  came  to  Reno  and  entered 
the  commercial  course  ot  the  Nevada  State  University,  intending  to  fit  himself  for  a  business  lite, 
but  while  pursuing  the  work  ot  this  course,  he  showed  such  assiduitv  as  a  student  and  such 
wonderful  intellectual  aptitude  that  his  instructors  persuaded  him  to  enter  the  college  proper,  and 
he  became  a  Freshman  in  the  School  ot  Mines  in  the  Fall  ot  1889.  The  promise  ot  the  earlier 
student  days  was  more  than  fulfilled  in  the  college  work,  so  that  when  Mr.  Broun  was  graduated 
in  1893,  his  Alma  Mater  straight\vav  offered  him  the  position  ot  analytical  chemist  in  the  State 
Mining  Laboratory. 

After  two  years  ot  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  as  chemist,  in  1895  Mr.  Brown 
was  appointed  Instructor  in  Minerology  and  Mathematics  in  the  State  Universit\',  and  in  1898 
he  was  promoted  to  the  position  ot  Assistant  Professor  ot  Mathematics.  The  Nevada  Universitv 
further  showed  its  appreciation  of  the  great  success  which  Mr.  Brown  had  attained  in  his  work 
by  giving  him  the  appointment  to  the  Associate  Professorship  ot  Mineralogy  in  1900,  and  it  was 
in  connection  with  the  duties  of  this  department  that  he  attended  the  convention  ot  State  Miner- 
alogists, held  in  Chicago  during  the  summer  of  that  vear.  While  visiting  friends  in  Missouri, 
subsequent  to  this  convention,  Mr.  Brown  was  stricken  with  typhoid  fever,  of  which  he  died  at 
Reno  on  |ulv  22,  1900.  The  news  of  Mr.  Brown's  death  came  as  a  great  shock  to  his 
students  and  associates  in  the  University,  tor  he  had  endeared  himself  to  all  alike  bv  his  engaging 
personality,  his  faithfulness  as  a  friend,  his  perfect  integrity  in  all  business  relations,  and  his  un- 
swerving and  enthusiastic  devotion  to  his  work  as  a  college  professor.  The  interpretation  of  the 
initials  ot  his  name  by  the  students,  "ChemicalK-  Pure"  Brown,  speaks  for  the  impression  his 
character  made  upon  them  for  deep  sincerity  and  truthfulness  ot  purpose.  Mr.  Brown's 
span  of  lite  counted  scarcely  twentv-nine  years,  but  during  that  brief  period  he  accomplished 
much,  for  he  constantly  lived  up  to  his  high  ideals  ot  a  true  man  and  a  faithful  Christian. 
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CHanges  in  the  University

HE   requirements   for  admission   to   the    University  for    students   entering    in   August,   1901,  will  be 
^^    I^^I^^Bk^^^^P^^L  nearly  the  same  that  have  been  in  force  for  the  past  two  years.      The  students   taking   the  Liberal 

Arts  course  must  come  prepared  with  three  years  of  Latin.  This  is  noted  as  an  exception, 
since  heretofore  only  two  years  ot  Latin  have  been  required.  The  principal  change  in  the 
Liberal  Arts  course  is  a  larger  power  ot  election  on  the  part  ot  the  student,  but  under  the  direc- 
tion ot  the  Faculty  Committee.  It  is  the  intention  that  students  who  take  this  course  may  not 
elect  studies  here  and  there  at  random  but  mav  select  studies  along  one  particular  line  of  research. 
I'he  distinguishing  change  in  the  School  ot  Mines  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
hours  of   Geologv  required. 

The  changes  in  the  School  of  Mechanical  Engineering  have  been  many  and  important. 
Instruction  in  technical  subjects,  such  as  Theory  of  Steam  Boilers,  Kinematics,  Theory  of  Valve  Gears,  Dynamometers  and  Measurement  of 
Power,  Steam  Engine  Design  and  experimental  work  in  the  shop,  has  been  very  largely  increased. 

The  most  srtiking  change  in  the  Normal  course  is  this:  Students  entering  the  Normal  course  in  1901  will  be  required  to  com- 
plete an  equivalent  to  the  Liberal  Arts  course  or  a  course  in  General  Science  in  order  to  obtain  a  High  School  certificate.  Candidates  for  the 
Grammar  Grade  certificates  will  be  required  to  complete  an  equivalent  to  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  in  the  Schools  of  Liberal  Arts 
or  General  Science,  together  with  professional  work  in  Pedagogy  and  teaching,  as  set  forth  in  the  register. 

The  School  of  Domestic  Arts  and  Science  has  been  created  during  the  last  year.  The  principal  feature  of  this  course  is  instruction 
in  practical  cookerv  and   sewing.      The  equipment   for  this   department  will    accommodate  but   a  limited  number  of   students.      It  is    intended 
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that  sixteen   students  shall   be  provided  tor  and   those  students    taking   the   full  course  in    Domestic  Arts  and   Science  will    have  the  preference. 
For  this  term  a  short  course  ot  twenty  lessons  has   been  provided  and  will  be  open  to  such  special  students  as  mav  elect  it. 

The  short  course  in  dairying  is  one  ot  practical  instruction  in  modern  methods  of  dairy  and  creamery  work,  supplemented  b\'  as 
much  theoretical  work  as  mav  be  found  necessary,  it  being  our  aim  to  prepare  those  completing  this  course  for  practical  work  in  this  line. 
To  those  who  complete  the  course  and  pass  all  the  required  examinations  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  a  certificate  wiW  be  issued  setting  forth 
the  work  completed  and  the  quality  of  the  same.      Instruction  begins  February  I  st,  and  will  continue  eight  weeks. 

Schedule  of  the  Course: — Chemistry  ot  dairying,  20  lectures;  Laboratory  work  in  dairy  chemistry,  16  periods;  Practical  butter 
and  cheese  making,    32    periods;  Animal  nutrition,   10   lectures;    Feeding    dairv     stock,     9 

lectures;    Diseases   ot    Domestic  Animals    (Veterinary   science),  20    lectures;    Steam    boiler  

and    engine,    5    lectures;  Blacksmithing  and  fitting,   10  periods;  Creamery  accounts  and  cal- 
culations, 5  lectures. 

The  Short  Course  in  Agriculture  will,  we  hope,  in  some  measure  meet  the  needs  of 
those  who  are  able  to  give  but  little  time  to  obtaining  an  education,  but  who  can  and  would 
like  to  devote  two  months,  during  the  winter  season,  to  the  pursuit  of  practical  work  along 
lines  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  in  the  everv-dav  lite  on  the  ranch.  These  courses  are 
open  to  anyone  who  mav  desire  to  enter.  They  are  for  the  farmer  and  the  farmer's  son 
alike.  The  fact  that  a  man  is  a  little  along  in  vears  need  not  prevent  him  from  taking 
these  courses  if  he  so  desires.    Instruction  begins  February  i,  and  continues  until  March  20. 

Schedule  of  the  Course: — Practical   agriculture,  2^    lectures;  Chemistry,  20  lec- 
tures;   Irrigation   engineering,   25    lectures;  Veterinar}'  science,  20  lectures.      Total,  90    lectures   during  the    first    five  weeks  of   the    course. 
Botany  and  horticulture,   10  lectures;  Entomology,   10  lectures;  Book-keeping,  6  lectures;  Iron  work,  10  exercises.      Total,  36  lectures  durin" 
the  last  two  weeks  ot  the  course. 


HATCH     STATIdX. 
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Changes  That  Apply  to  All  Students. 


There  are  sume  changes  in  the  University  that  apply  to  all  students.  Any  student  cDiiditioned  in  any  subject  at  the  close  of  one 
term  will  take  a  re-examination  in  that  subject  at  the  opening  of  the  next  term.  Each  student  will  be  allowed  one  re-examination  only, 
which  must  be  taken  at   the  regular  time.      In  this  examination    the  term  grade  will  be  added    to  the  examination  mark  and    the  average  of  the 

two  will  determine  the  student's  rank.  All  students  lacking  ten  or  more  hours  of  having 
completed  a  course  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  Sophomore,  |iniior  or  Senior  year  will  be 
ranked  as  Freshman,  Sophomore  or  [unior  respiectivelv.  All  students  will  take  the  examina- 
tions at  the  close  of  each  term.

LABORATORY. 


Buildings. 

The  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  members  of  the  United  States  Agricuhural  Experiment  Station  Staff  was  burned  on  Sundav, 
August  26th,  1900.  It  has  been  rebuilt  and  refitted  to  serve  as  a  mining  laboratory, and  it  is  now  occupied  by  the  professors  in  charge  ot  the 
departments  of  Mining  and  of  Geology,  of  Metallurgy,  Surveying  and  Mining  Engineering. 

The  building  formerly  known  as  the  Mining  Building  has  been  refitted,  equipped  with  a  new  steam-heating  plant  and  will  be  used 
hereafter  as  quarters  bv  a  part  of  the  Staff  of  the  Experiment  Station.  Professor  McDowell  and  Dr.  Kennedy  will  have  rooms  upon  the 
first  floor  and  Professors  Doten  and  Frandsen  on  the  second  floor. 

The  President's  house  is  built  in  the  colonial  style  of  architecture  and  stands  at  the  south-east  corner  of  the  grounds.  It  is  a  modern 
building  of  twelve  rooms,  with  hot  water  heater  and  electric  lights,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 

President  and  his  family.    It  is  a  decided  addition  to  the  architecture  of  the  University  buildings.  -  

Its  windows  afford  a  pleasing  view  of  the  town  of  Reno  and  the  adjacent  vallew 

The  Chemical  building,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  has  just 
been  made  bv  the  State  Legislature,  will  be  built  in  a  style  of  architecture  nearly  like  the  Me- 
chanical building.  It  will  stand  almost  on  a  line  between  Stewart  and  Lincoln  Hall.  On 
the  first  floor  will  be  the  qualitative  chemistry  laboratory,  with  accommodations  for  seventy 
students,  and  the  quantitative  chemistr\'  laboratory,  with  accommodations  for  fortv  students;  a 
store  room  for  chemicals,  and  in  the  annex  at  the  rear,  a  lecture  room  accommodating  one 
hundred  and  fifty  students.  This  lecture  room  will  be  built  on  the  amphitheater  style,  with 
operator's  desk,  equipment  for  experiments  and  arrangement  for  stereoptican  views.  It  will 
be    the  most    modern  of    all   class-rooms    upon  the    grounds.      The   second    floor  will    be    the 

laboratory  for  the  chemical  department  of  the  LTnited  States  Experiment  Station,  with  laboratory  for  general  study,  dairy  room,  grinding  and 
crushing  room,  dark  room  for  photographic  purposes,  and  general  store-room.  This  building  will  be  of  great  value  in  the  future  development 
of  the  University.      Its  needs  has  been  felt  for  a  number  of  years  and  it  will  relieve  the  over-crowding  that  is  now  going  on  in  other  buildings.

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The  work  of  assaying  is  now  carried  on  in    tlie  old  mill.      The  furnaces  formerly  used  in  the  mining  building  have  been  transferred  to 
the  mill  and  some  new  gasoline  furnaces  added. 

The  third  floor  of  Stewart  Hall  will  be  overhauled  and  converted  into  a  sewing 
room  and  laboratory  for  the  Department  of  Domestic  Arts  and  Science. 

The  visiting  Alumni  in  the  Summer  of  1902  will  note  many  changes  in  the  build- 
ings and  grounds,  the  course  of  stud\-  and  the  personnel  of  the  Faculty  and  students. 
We  hope  all  these  are  for  the  better.  With  added  facilities  for  work,  a  larger  corps  of 
professors  and  instructors  and  possibly  a  greater  number  of  students,  rapid  advancement 
should  be  made  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  short  courses  will  give  thorough  practical  instruction  to  those  who  cannot 
take  the  time  for  a  full  college  vear.  The  demand  in  our  State  tor  trained  farmers  and 
dairymen  is  constantly  growing.  The  graduates  of  the  School  of  Mines  have,  to  a  great 
extent,    proven    their    ability  and    the  public  schools  of    the    State   are    now  mostly  in    the 

hands  of  teachers  from  the  Normal  and  Liberal  Arts  courses,  who  seldom  fail  to  impress  upon  their  scholars  the  worth  of  the  Alma  Mater. 
A  healthy  growth,  a  steady  improvement,  meeting  the  needs  of  the  people  of  the  State  is  prophesied.  The  ideals  of  the  University,  the 
"esprit  de  corps"  of  Faculty  and  students  should,  year  by  year,  grow  a  toward   higher  and  higher  standard.

"^^T  different  times  attempts  have  been  made  to  carrv  on,  during  the  college  vear,  courses  ot  studv  in  the  towns  near  the  Universitv. 
\i>.j^  Classes  were  organized  in  Carson,  Reno  and  Winnemucca  and  the  work  pursued  with  varying  degrees  ot  success.  Most  of  these  attempts 
^^^ ^.  have  been  given  up,  for  the  professors,  hillv  occupied  with  their  regular  duties,  had  not  the  proper  amount  ot  time  to  give  to  outside 
classes.  There  is,  however,  at  the  present  time  in  Virginia  City  a  class  whose  work  thus  tar  has  been  verv  successful  and  whose  existence 
is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  G.  McM.  Ross.  Several  vears  ago  while  a  resident  of  California,  Mr.  Ross  made  his  first  attempt  in 
this  direction  with  the  University  at  Berkeley.  ReaUzing  that  there  are  manv  worthv  men  who  by  some  force  ot  circumstances  are  kept  out 
of  college  and  who  would  vet,  gladlv  obtain  a  degree,  Mr.  Ross  asked  of  the  Universitv  of  California  that  anv  person  who  could  pass  the  ex- 
aminations usually  required  ot  regular  students  be  given  a  degree  whether  he  had  ever  attended  the  college  or  not.  The  request  was  refused. 
Some  time  after  this  Mr.  Ross  became  a  resident  of  Nevada.  One  day  last  summer  while  he  and  Dr.  Stubbs  were  engaged  in  con- 
versation, this  same  subject  of  conferring  degrees  upon  men  not  students  of  universities,  was  brought  up.  Mr.  Ross,  after  expressing  his  views, 
asked  what  concessions  would  be  made  along  this  line  bv  the  Universitv  of  Nevada.  The  replv  was,  in  substance,  that  degrees  would  be 
granted  to  any  persons  who    had    proven  themselves  worthv  of    the    honor,  and    moreover  all    possible  aid  would    be  given   to  anv  who  were

studying  with  such  an  object  in  view.  As  a  result  ot  this  conversation,  earl\-  in  September,  a  number  of  men  met  in  the  court-house  in 
Virginia  Citv,  organized  a  class  and  soon  after  reported  to  Dr.  Stubbs  their  desire  to  take  up  a  course  of  study.  True  to  promise  several 
members  of  the  University  Faculty  went  at  different  times  to  deliver  lectures  to  the  men  and  direct  their  efforts,  but  the  size  of  the  class  and 
the  earnestness  with  which  the  work  was  taken  up,  seeming  to  justit\'  it,  an  instructor,  j.  Henry  Dye,  was  appointed  to  reside  in  Virginia, 
and  in  person  take  charge  ot  the  work. 

Mr.  D\-e  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  i  5th  ot  last  October.  The  two  studies  taken  up  were  drawing  and  chemistrv.  The  draw- 
ing began  with  tree  hand  and  continued  through  geometrical  drawings,  lettering  and  conventional  signs.  Next  in  this  course  will  be  me- 
chanical drawing.  The  students  will  be  required  to  draw  parts  ot  the  mining  machinerv,  so  much  of  which  is  in  and  about  the  mines  of 
\'irginia.  The  chemistr\-  consists  ot  studv  ot  the  text,  Williams,  and  laboratory  work.  Chemicals  are  supplied  bv  the  Universitv.  An 
assav  oftice  will  soon  be  established  and  a  course  in  assaying  given.  The  hours  tor  class  work  are  trpm  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  from  7  to  9  i>. 
M.  For  each  dav  the  class  work  in  the  morning  is  the  same  as  that  ot  the  evening,  the  object  ot  the  two  periods  being  to  give  anv  man,  re- 
gardless of  his  vocation  an  opportunity  to  come  at  one  or  the  other  time.  This  arrangement  is  especially  good  tor  the  miners  who  work  in 
eight-hour  shifts  from  7  a.  m.  to  3  p.  m.,  from  3  to  I  I  p.  m.,  and  from  I  i  p.  m.  to  7  a.  m.  Meetings  are  held  six  davs  in  the  week. 
On  two  of  these  davs  laboratory  work  takes  up  the  full  time,  on  one  day  all  the  time  is  given  to  drawing  and  t()r  the  other  three  davs  recita- 
tions or  lectures  in  chemistr\'  and  drau'ing  take  one  hour  each.  Grades  are  kept,  examinations  held  and  credits  given  just  as  in  regular  Uni- 
versitv work.      The  professed  aim  ot  the  students  is  to  secure  the  degree  of  Mechanical  Engineer. 

There  are  one  or  two  things  about  the  class  which  are  especially  noteworthy.  The  air  ot  genuine  earnestness  with  which  the  men 
go  about  work  is  somewhat  striking.  There  is  no  dallving,  fooling,  tardiness  nor  listlessness.  The  room  is  not  particularh'  quiet  but  the 
noise  is  that  of  industry  and  all  conversation  is  concerned  with  the  subject  in  hand.  Although  the  periods  are  long,  the  students  are  usually 
at  their  tasks  for  halt  an  hour  before  the  instructor  arrives  and  often  detain  him  long  after  closing  time  by  asking  questions  and  carrying  on 
discussions.  Again,  the  class  presents  that  ideal  so  often  striven  after  in  colleges  and  but  seldom  attained,  of  a  self-governing,  self-supporting 
body  of  students.  It  is  organized  under  the  name  of  the  Comstock  Class  in  Mining  and  Metallurgy.  The  officers.  President,  Secretary  and 
Tresurer  are  elected  once  each  year.      There  is  an    Executive  Committee  whose    duty  it  is  to    pass  upon  the    bills  contracted  in    each   current 


month  and  to  make  estimates  and  levy  assessments  to  meet  the  expenses  ot  each  coming  month.  The  bills  for  rent  of  class-rooms,  for  light, 
fuel  and  water  are  thus  paid  bv  the  students,  each  man  meeting  his  assessments  as  levied  bv  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  constitution  contains  a  set  ot  elaborate  rules  for  maintaining  order  during  class  hours.  To  the  credit  of  the  students  be  it  said, 
these  rules  are  almost  useless  for  so  earnest  are  the  men  in  their  work,  so  appreciati\'e  ot  their  opportunity  and  considerate  toward  their  in- 
structor that  disciplining  has  proven  unnecessary.  Best  ot  all  in  the  work  is  the  real  definite  aim  which  each  man  has  in  view.  Thev  strive 
not  merelv  to  get  a  degree  nor  to  do  their  work  because  some  one  has  said  it  was  the  proper  thing  to  do,  but  to  obtain  useful  knowledge  ap- 
plicable to  dailv  life  and  a  better  understanding  ot  their  regular  vocations.  The  University  extension  course  possesses  a  material  advantage 
over  that  ot  the  regular  college  in  as  much  as  it  is  more  evenlv  balanced  as  to  theorv  and  practice.  What  the  members  of  the  Comstock  class 
do  in  the  morning  in  the  recitation-room  is  probably  repeated  in  the  attcrnoon  as  actual  dailv  work.  This  constant  application  of  the  knowl- 
edge gained  keeps  up  a  thorough  interest  and  accounts  largely  tor  the  rapid   progress  which  is  being  made. 

Class  meetings  are  held  in  the  rooms  ot  the  old  historic  Washoe  Club,  at  one  time  one  ot  the  \\  ealthiest  society  organizations  in  the 
United  States.  Much  of  the  old  turniture  still  remains  and  books,  draughting  instruments  and  drawing  boards  lie  scattered  o\"er  billiard  and 
card  tables  where  drawing  ot  a  different  kind  formerly  went  on  and  thousands  ot  dollars  often  changed  hands  at  the  turn  ot  a  card.  The 
fumes  from  the  laborator\-  now  penetrate  the  rooms  once  filled  with  the  odor  ot  the  fragrant  Havana.  How  strange  it  is  that  this  place,  so 
typical  of  the  old,  restless,  gambling  spirit  ot  the  West,  should  become  the  scene  ot  the  efforts  ot  men  to  attain  success  bv  the  slow  but  sure 
route  of  daily  study.  It  prophesies  much  for  the  period  of  steady  and  stable  growth  upon  which  our  State  is  now  entering,  the  times  of  ex- 
citement and  speculation  with  their  consequent  terrible  reaction  haying  been  passed  through.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  man\'  more  ot  our  towns 
will  soon  have  classes  as  well  organized,  as  earnest  and  as  successful  as  the  Comstock  Class  in  Mining  and  Metallurg\-  in  Mrginia  Citv.

N  the  Fall  of  '97  when  entrance  exams  and  registration  were  over,  those  'itw  more  determined  young  people  who  had 
been  allowed  to  place  their  feet  upon  the  first  round  ot  the  collegiate  ladder  and,  incidentally,  to  take  upon  them- 
selves the  task  ot  raising  the  Registrar's  score  mark  a  tew  eights  ot  an  inch  nearer  the  top  ot  an  enrollment  card, 
handed  together  as  the  Class  ot  1901   under  the  leadership  ot  Paul  Samuel  Moorman. 

The  Class  of  1900  credits  itselt  with  having  been  verv  studious  for  that  year.  Be  that  as  it  mav,  those 
1^  worthy  Sophomores  either  from  unusual  love  tor  intellectual  achievement — we  don't  know  that  anv  greatness  was  at- 
tained in  that  line — or,  possibly  from  lack  of  numbers,  sorely  neglected  their  duties 
as  educators  ot  the  Freshmen.  This  year,  then,  the  Class  ot  1901  pursued  the 
even  tenor  ot  its  wav  undisturbed  as  far  as  rushes,  class  contests,  receptions  or 
glees  were  concerned.  But  in  other  \\'avs  affairs  were  not  so  peaceful.  The 
class  acknowledges  disgraceful  defeat  at  the  hands  ot  Miss  Anna  Martin  in  Feb- 
ruary '98.  Also  during  the  commencement  week  of  that  same  Spring,  respect  for  the  mental  greatness  and 
numerical  inferiority  of  the  Class  of  i  900  being  no  longer  enough  to  keep  the  unusual  physical  ability  ot  the 
Naughty  Ones  from  asserting  itself",  several  members  ot  this  latter  class  displayed  their  prowess  and  pa- 
triotism by  placing  sundry  marks  in  prominent  places  on  the  campus.  Next  day  our  gentle  overseer  of  ^^ 
University  property,  in  a  fit  of  his  characteristic  humor,  without  even  so  much  as  going  through  the  formality  of  being  elected  President, 
called  a  special  meeting  of  the  class.      The   session  was  secret.      The   minutes  were    not  kept.      The    se;lf-appointed    President    moved,  sec- 
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onded  and  adopted  a  resolution  that  the   offending  marks  be  obliterated  at    the  expense  of    the  markers.      Said  resolution  was   carried  out  with 

great  firmness  and  dispatch. 

The  Sophomore  vear  u'as  a  lively  one.      Jn    the  first  week  the  committees   on  classification  and    conditions  were   met  and  vanquished 

in  the  field  of  persuasive  oratory.      Then    a  large    and  promising    Freshman  class  soon  began  clamoring 

for  its  share  of  attention.      Having  no  desire  to  be  remiss   in  their   duties,  the  members  ot     1901   began 

courtesies  by  inviting  '02  to  come  down  to  the  football  ground  on   September  loth,  and  take  possession 

of  a  cane  which  would   be  there.      The  modest    Freshmen,  not  wishing    to    be  contused   by  too    many 

entertainers,  gladly  accepted    from    the    [uniors  a  suggestion    that   some  ot    the  Naughtv  Ones    be   given 

free  transportation  from  Reno  for  the  evening  and  be  hospitably  taken  care  of  during  that    night  and  the 

next  day.      Accordingly,  shortly  after   dark,  the  Freshmen  in    two  parties  started  out  to    do  their    kind- 
nesses in  person.      But  their  good  intentions  went  with  the  thousands  of  others  that  have  gone  to    pave 

the  realm  of  Pluto.      The  first  partv  finding  that  Stoddard  was  not  so    helpless  as  he   seemed  withdrew 

^vith  the  hope  of  extending  their    courtesies  to  Keddie  but  desisted  when  it  was  discovered  that  he  was 

the  seventh  cousin  of  the  seventh  cousin  of  one  member  of    the  party.      Even    such    distant    relationship 

barred  members  of  '01   from  accepting  the  hospitality  of  '02  so  Keddie  pla\ed  the  gentle  knight  unmolested. 

The  second  party  met  and  persuaded  Abel  to  accept  the    comforts  of  an  unfurnished  palace   car  for  the  better  part    of 
the  evening,  but  as  the  number  of  guests  did  not    increase,  a  continuance  ot    the    entertainment  seemed  unwarranted  and   Abel 
and  his  entertainers  stole  quietlv  home  late  at  night.      The  extreme  activity  of   the  Freshmen  necessitating  some    counteraction, 
a  watch-partv  ot   Sophs    took  up    their  position  on    the   steps  ot    Lincoln    Hall.      As    the    \\-ear\-  members  ot    the  f\\o    parties 

wended   their  wav  slowly  homeward,  the   less    fleet-footed  ones  were   constrained,  with  the  aid  of  some  rope,  to   spend  the  rest  of  the  night 

in  silent  revelry  in  Evans'  granary.      The  watch-party  broke  up  when  the  breakfast  bell    rang.        That  forenoon  the    Sophs    carried    the    cane 

across  the  football  field.      In  the  afternoon    thev  celebrated.      Later  in  the  season  thev  carried  a  football  across   that  same  field  often  enough  to 


be  accredited  uith  a  score  of  52  to  o.      After  these  friendly  struggles  in  athletics   the  two  classes  vied  with  each   other   in  hospitalitx' 
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the  memorv  of  the  Freshman  Glee  still  vivid  in  their  minds  the  members  ot  'oi  grant  the  supremacy  in  this   line  to  '02. 

In  |aniuir\-  of  the  second  semester  a  little  trouble  arose  one  morning  over  an  excellent  likeness  ot  a  '02  man  which  was  found  hanging 
to  an  electric  light  pole.  The  freshmen  objected  to  the  exalted  position  which  this  silent  member  of  their  class  occupied  and 
insisted  that  he  be  brought  down  to  the  level  of  ordinary  men.  The  Sophs  deemed  the  dumb  partner  quite  worthy  of  the 
honor  and  asked  that  he  be  allowed  to  retain  his  place.  A  dispute  arose  which  was  prematurely  settled  by  prejudiced  judges 
and  the  attention  of  both  classes  called  to  the  tact  that  some  ot  their  renowned  predecessors  had  solemnly  covenanted  and 
agreed  that  all  future  generations  would  not    indulge  in  such    disputes.      Later  in    the  spring  a    class    baseball    tournament  was 

held  and  '01   having  defeated  all  comers  carried  otF  a  banner  as  the  victor's  prize.      The  inter-class  field  day  again  brought  out 
the  Naughtv  Ones  in  tlill  force,  and  a  second  banner  was  himg  beside  the  first.  .  ■ 

At  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  the  junior  year  the  Prom  was  given  and  voted  somewhat  successful.  In  the 
Spring,  inter-class  baseball  games  were  again  held  and  '01  added  another  to  her  list  ot  pennants.  When  school  closed  the 
keeper  of  consciences.  Room  2,  first  floor,  Morrill  Hall,  was  kind  enough  to  suggest  that  most  of  the  members  of  the  class 
might  go  a-fishing  during  the  summer.  But  time,  tide  and  Delia's  French  —  The  Fall  of 
1900  came  and  '01  donned  its  Senior  plug.  All  too  soon  that  graceful  head-gear  must  be  re- 
jected and  a  tew  more  prepared-for-life's-battle  men  inflicted  upon  an  indulgent  public.  A  few 
prophesies  might  be  indulged  in,  here,  concerning  the  firm  of  Kornmayer  &  Ward,  Brokers  in 
Mining  Stocks;  the  military  honors  of  D.  P.  Stubbs;  the  ability  and  success  of  Lawyers  Kruger, 
Avres,  McCarran  and  Giles;  the  untimely  end  of  Missionaries  Hall  and  Bonham;  the  phenom- 
enal records  of  Maver  and  Keddie;  or  the  reputation  of  the  publishing  house  of  R.  Stubbs  & 
Abel,  but  history  deals  with  past  events  and  does  not  state  as  facts,  future  ones — no  matter  how 
certain  it  is  that  they  will  take  place — so  those  things  will  not  be  touched  upon.

"Uhe  Development  o/  AtKletics  in  tKe  University 


ANY   ot  the    men    who    attended    the    University    six   or  seven  vears  ago  were  strong  and  vigorous, 
capable  of  becoming  good  athletes.      What    they    might    have  done  it    properly  trained  was  illus- 
trated bv  the  achievements  ot   Caine   and    Higgins,    the    sprinters,    and    Egan,    the     shot-putter. 
Realizing  the  possibility  ot  developing  athletic  teams  to  represent  the  University,  the  Athletic  As- 
^^^.  sociation  in   1896  secured  the  services  ot  Frank  Taylor  of  the  University  of  California  to  organize 

'  %'^^''''MWSSif35;^Jil4l^,J^^5^3W^JJ^l^^  and    coach    a    football    team. 

Arrangements  were  then  made 
with  Belmont  School  tor  a 
game  to  be  plaved  upon  the  Nevada  campus.  The  result  ot  this  game 
showed  that  it  would  require  a  great  deal  ot  training  to  convert  the  raw 
material  into  athletes,  tor  Belmont  won  with  a  score  ot  70  to  o.  But  the 
team  learned  something  about  tootball  bv  watching  the  Belmont  bovs  plav, 
and  a  couple  ot  weeks  later  the  Berkeley  second  eleven  could  score  only 
forty  points  against  them.  Thus  the  initial  chapter  ot  the  athletic  history 
ot  the  University  was  one  ot  defeat. 

In  1897  the  football  team  was  reorganized  and  coached  bv  Har- 
relson  ot  Stanford.  A  game  with  the  Berkeley  second  eleven  resulted  in 
another  defeat,  but  the  score  was  much  smaller  than  betbre.  The  im- 
provement shown  by  the  football  team  encouraged  the  students  to  organize 
other  athletic  teams.  In  the  following  spring  a  baseball  team,  a  track  team  and  a  basketball  team  w  ere  termed.  The  great  hopes  enter- 
tained ot  the  baseball  team  were  sadly    crushed    by  a    game    with    the    Stanford  nine.      Stanford's  victory  was  so  decisive  that    since  then  no 
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effort  has  been  made  to  compete  with  California's  baseball   nines.      Considerable  interest  is   shown  each  year  in    the    inter-class  games.      The 
track  men,  also,  \\crc  defeated  by  the  Stanford  Freshmen.      But    the    yoang  ladies    of  the   basketball    team  did   better.      Although  they  were 

beaten  b\'  the  team  ot  the  University  of  California,  the   score    was  fairly  close, 

sh(jwing  that  the  Ne\'ada  girls  \yere  good  players.      In  the  Fall  victory  came  at 

last,  tor  the  football  team,  coached 

by  Frank    Ellis    ot   Berkeley,  beat 

the  Stanford  second    eleven    22  to 

o,    the    University    ot    the    Pacific 

35  to  o,  and    Belmont  School    24 

to  o.      The  next  vear,  1  899,  the 

basketball  players  justified  the  co  1 - 

fidence     placed    in    them    by    de- 
feating the  Stanford  team    at    Palo 

Alto.       To  the  hor.or  of  the  gir!s 

be  it  said  that  this  was  the  first 
real  intercollegiate  victory  won  by  a  University  of  Nevada  athletic  team,  tor  the  f  )0tball  teim  the 
vear  before  had  won  from  a  second  eleven,  a  college  and  a  preparatory  scho(jl.  The  }ear  so 
auspiciously  opened  bv  the  basketball  team  was,  on  the  whole,  one  of  encouragement.  1  he 
track  team  was  beaten  again,  but  the  records  were  good.  The  football  men,  after  careful  trail- 
ing by  King  Dickson  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  won  three  games  against  the  Uniyertity 
of  the  Pacific,  Santa  Clara  College  and  the  San  Jose  Normal  School.  They  were  not  strong 
enough  to  beat  Berkeley  or  Stanford,  but  they  scored  a  touchdown  in  a  game  with  the  latter. 
In    their    five   games    they    scored    eightv-five    points  against    the  tif'tv-two  of    their  opponents.      The  best  was  yet  to  come.       Last  Spring  the 
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young  ladies,  upon  whom  the  University  had  learned  to  relv,  again  defeated  the  Stanford  basketball  team.      The  track  team  won  its  first  inter- 
collegiate contest  from  the  University  ot  Utah  in  Salt  Lake  Citv.     In  a  meet  with  the  Stanford  track  team  at  Palo  Alto  our  bovs  took  five  first 

places  out  of  twelve,  and  made  several  excellent  records.  The  good  showing  made  bv 
the  track  team  endeared  Coach  Brunton  to  the  hearts  of  all  our  students.  But  the  lion's 
share  of  the  glory  went  to  the  football  players  who  made  a  touchdown  against  the  Stan- 
ford 'Varsity  team  and  then  frustrated  the  almost  frantic  efforts  of  the  Cardinals  to  score. 
The  result  was  6  to  o,  and  in  this  last  game  of  the  season,  for  the  first  time  Nevada  was 
on  the  right  side  of    the  score  in  a  contest  with  one  of  California's  "big"  elevens. 

Such  is  a  brief  review  of  the  work  of  our  athletes  from  the  formation  of  the  first 
Universitv  team  to  the  present  time.  Consider  for  a  moment  the  disadvantages  under 
which  we  labor — a  small 
number  of  students,  most 
of  whom  have  had  abso- 
luteK'  no  academic  training 
in  athletics,  to  select  from; 
no  near  schools  of  anv 
strength  with  \\  hich  to  se- 
cure practice  games;  few 
reallv  strong  men  to  take 
the  places  of  injured  contestants,  and  late  springs  w  hich  make  out-of-door  work 
impracticable  until  long  after  California's  teams  are  in  fairly  good  condition, 
and  it  \sill  be  e\ident  that  our  athletes  have  done  well.  The  light  ot  their 
past  record  illuniii-.es  the  future  with  a  bright  rav  of  hope.

EFORE    the   year  of  1900,  nothing  was  done  in 
the  University  in  the    line   of  debating  except 
the  little    contests   which    sometimes   made   a 
part    of    the    Saturday  evening  programs  ren- 
dered by  the  members   of   one   or   another  of  the   literary 
societies.        After  Dr.  Cushman  took  up  his  duties   in   the 
Department  of  English,  he  encouraged  as  much  as  possible 
attempts  at  debating,  and  in  the  spring  made  arrangements 
for  an  intercollegiate  debate  with  the  University    of  Utah. 
A  preliminary  debate  was  held  in  the  Gymnasium 
on  May  9th  to  decide  who   should  represent    the    Ne\'ada 
University  in    the  contest.        Of    the  eight  speakers    who   entered    the   preliminary,    three — P.  A.   McCarran,  Miss  Tillie  Kruger  and  E.  D. 
Lyman — were  chosen  in  the  order  named,  bv  competent  judges,  as  being  best  in  argument,  delivery  and  knowledge  of  the  subject.       A  prize 
was  gi\'en  to  each  of  the  successful  three. 

The  debate  took  place  in  Salt  Lake  Cit\'  on  the  evening  of  May  26th.  The  question  was  ^'■Resolved,,  That  territorial  expansion 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  LTnited  States."  The  Nevada  team  upheld  the  negative  side,  and  it  was  left  to  the  representatives  of  our  neighbor 
State  to  defend  the  land-grabbing  propensities  of  the  nation.  The  LItah  debaters  succeeded  in  convincing  the  judges  that  evening  that  there 
are  a  number  of  pieces  of  territory  lying  around  which  would  be  much  better  off  if  under  the  protecting  arm  of  Uncle  Sam.  The  Nevada 
team  returned  home  after  their  first  attempt,  defeated,  but  not  discouraged,  ready  to  try  again  at  the  first  opportunity.

N  the  spring  during  the  more  serious  moments  when 
the  fancies  of  college    men  and  women  are    not 
altogether  taken  up  \\  ith  baseball,  track-work  and 
basketball,  they  turn    naturally  to  argument  as  a 
means  ot  satistving    their   contentious   spirits.        Since  the 
contest  with  the  University  of  Utah  last  vear,  considerable 
interest  has  been    taken  in  debating.        This   spring,  Man- 
ager  Saxton    arranged    tor    a   debate  with  a  team  from  the 
Hastings  Law  College  of  San  Francisco. 

Upon  Miss  Tillie  Kruger,  John  McElrov  and  Ed. 
Lvman    fell    the    honor   of   representing   the   Universit\'  of 
Nevada.      The  question  was,  "  Resolved,    That  municipalities  should  own  and  operate   their  water,    light    and    transportation    systems,"    the 
Nevada  team  taking  the  affirmative. 

The  date  set  for  the  contest  was  March  9th.  Owing  to  a  mistake,  the  Hastings  team  came  a  week  before  time,  and  by  their  undue 
promptness  nearly  turned  Manager  Saxton 's  hair  grav,  he  being  accustomed  to  more  leisurely  modes  of   procedure. 

On  the  appointed  evening.  Miss  Kruger,  as  first  on  the  affirmative,  opened  the  debate.  Of  the  Hastings'  representatives,  Hugh 
O'Neil  treated  the  economic  side  of  the  question,  Mr.  Hanson  the  political  side,  and  Mr.  Wevand  took  up  the  subject  of  street  railways. 
The  decision  was  awarded  to  the  Hastings'  team,  Nevada  for  a  second  time  sustaining  defeat.

^'  HE  Indian  camps  surrounding  our  town  are  the  most  unroniantic  looking  objects  that  can  well  be  imagined. 
Dirty,  squalid,  and  repulsive,  covered  with  rags,  and  surrounded  by  motley  heaps  of  rubbish,  they  are  peopled 
by  equally  uninviting  men  and  women,  whose  dusk\-  children  eat,  sleep,  play  and  are  educated  with  the  mon- 
grel curs  which  wander  at  will  among  these  strange  habitations.  And  yet,  these  strange  people  have  hum^n 
hearts  with  human  passions,  blunter  and  fiercer  perhaps,  than  those  of  their  white  brethren,  but  still  capable  ot 
love  and  hate,  pride  and  despair,  and  an  implacable  thirst  for  revenge. 

Some  years  ago,  there  lived  in  a  cabin  somewhat  apart   from    the  other  "wickiups,"  a  stalwart  young  fel- 
low generally  known   as    "Tom."      Tom  was   tall,  handsome,  aristocratic, — his   home  was   not   the  usual  bed  ot 
rudelv  built  of  rough  pine  boards;  his  clothing  was  of  a   better  quality,  and  more  plentiful    than    that   ot  the  other  men,  and

A  common  bond  of  sympathy 
seemed  to  exist  between  them  through  their  isolation  fr<jm  the  rest  ot  the  settle- 
ment. It  was  a  sweet  little  storv,  and  one  tilled  with  tender  pathos.  One 
who  watched  its  development,  as  a  more  enlightened  on-looker,  could  see  as 
much  kmdness  and  sympathy,  and  finally  as  str(jng  a  love  arise  as  the  lighter 
colored  "American"  is  capable  ot.  To  see  Tom  waiting  upon  the  little  blind 
girl,  helping,  shielding  and  protecting  her,  was  a  sight  that  might  well  cause 
those  whiter  in  tace  to  question  it  indeed  they  were  w  hiter  in  heart. 

After  a  tew  months,  Tom  married  little  Annie  and  took  her  home  to  his 
cabin.  He  proved  a  model  husband,  and  the  little  blind  wit'e,  though  in  per- 
petual darkness,  was  very  clever.  It  is  said  that  when  people  are  blind,  the  other  senses  are  sharpened  and  quickened,  so  as  to  make  up  in 
some  degree,  the  terrible  deticiency.  So  it  was  with  Annie.  Her  hearing  and  her  sense  ot  touch  were  wondertully  acute,  and  to  one  who 
did  not  know  of  her  affliction  she  seemed  almost  like  the  other  squaws,  whose  eyes  were  not  forever  dark.
